Legislative pay-rolls will be corrected 
in the near future. It Is a well known 
fact that appointment! are made to posi- 
tions »t Harrisburg which are not neces- 
sary and many others receive fancy 
salaries lor places they never fill but 
' farm ont" to othen who are glad to do 
the \\crk for 
one-fourth the salary. 


Postern and folders receive $6 per day 
during temiona and tome of them never 
go near Harrisbnrg. The little army of 
sorgeants-at-arms and assistants, door 
keepers and assistants, messengers and 
atslstimti, receitp $6 per day. A "flre- 
man" at the public "building draws a fat 
•alary Imt (team heat is supplied from a 
central plant, and his onerous duties con- 
sist of opening a valve In tho morning 
and shutting It off at night. 


A multitude of sinecures abont the new 


capltol building are cohered nnder the 
blanket appropriation of $256,320 for the 
"paymont of salaries of the employes of 
the Department of Public Grounds and 
Buildings." A "messenger" receives a 
salary uf $1800 for two years. Six nre- 
mon 
receive 
$10,800. 
Six 
"expert 


mechanics" get $10.800. There arc en- 
gineers, electricians, plumbers, fitters, 
helpers, carpenters, upholsterers, cus- 
todians, painters, flnishors, w item en, 
and attendants galore. They have prac- 
tically nothing to do but draw their sal- 
aries. There ia a move to wipe out the 
whole rotten (system and begin again on 
a business ba><s. 


How easy it is, to give advice! It is 


pre-eminently a case where it la more 
blessed to give than to receive, if we look 
upon the tickling of onr vanity as a bles- 
sing. Most ot ua are confident that we 
are capable of advising and emphatic in 
tho declaration that failure ia largely due 
to the general inattention to what we 
hiivo suggested. On the principle that 
where much smoke is, must be a little 
fire, ao in all thin cloud of words, collec- 
tively known as tdvice, there should be a 
trifle of v»lue. Does it follow? We can- 
not escape the fact that advice baa ao far 
entered into our experience that It is 
divided into gcod and bad, and when 
this occurs the badness ia sure to out- 
w«igh the goodness, BO the result is, as 
we advance in life, we are inclined more 
and more to give advice but never dream 
o! taking it. 


Where tliere are givers of gifts there

The extreme view 
surely ia not the best one. Growing to 
look fors advice on all occasions, we lose 
a most valuable possession, 
self-reli- 


ance. On the other band, if confidence 
in self ia made absolute, 
wo become 


blind to the value of suggestion arising 
elsewhere than in one's own mind.

ia the old story. There never was a line 
of argument yet that did not become 
hopelessly tangled i! allowed unlimited 
freedom. Never bnt one sermon preach- 
ed, that upon the Mount, bnt another 
completely upset it.

ao well aa that we do not know. To 
take advice and not to take it are both 
wise when the decision of acceptance or 
refusal proves a wise one, but who baa 
ever reached the point when wise discrim- 
ination is u daily event in bis life?

Yerkea, Rosa & ROBS and Hon. Harry J. 


Shoemaker appeared for the plaintiff 
and Hugh B. Eastburn, Esq., and D. 
Nawlin Fell, Jr., for the defendant. 


All three of the plaintiffs were called 


to the witnesn stand to testify, and the 
charter of this plaintiff company and oth- 
er records of tne tiansaction of its busi- 
ness were offered in evidence. 


It appeared that the Fenn's Manor 


Meadow Company was an organization 
brought into existence by an Act of the 
Legislature in 1815 and that its mem here 
were a number of property holders in 
Falls township who banded themselves to- 
gether under ita provisions for the pur- 
pose of protecting property which they 
owned along the Delaware river and 
Scott's creek. The Act gave them the 
power to build sluices, bulkheads and em- 
bankmenta to protect their lands from 
inundations of tb* river, maintaining the 
eame aa well as bnilding them with mon- 
ey provided by assessments based upon 
the value of the real estate owned by each 
member. The charter was to be in force 
for forty years and when it expired in 
1856 it was renewed for twenty yeara^ 
In 1875 before it again expired, on appli- 
cation of a number of the property hold 
era, a charter under the Act of 1874 was 
granted by Judge Richard Watson, then 
presiding in the Courts of Bncka county. 
In December, 1886, the land later owned 
by the defendant, George Warner, was 
sold at public sale by the Sheriff nnder a 
mortgage given in 1868 by William P. 
Orozer, one of the corporators in the 
charter of 1875, the owner of the 
land. 


Some years afterward, when he acquired 
possession and improvements were made 
to the protecting banks, the property waa 
assessed for its proportionate share of the 
expense, but he refused to pay the tax. 
B« claimed that he had never joined the 
association and waa not bound by the 
argeemeuts which bad been made by the 
early owners of the land. 


On 
the other band 
the plaintiffs 


claimed that he waa liable for the pay- 
ment of the tax because of the organiza- 
tion which embraced the land he owned, 
and whose charter, signed by the early 
ownera, provided that the tax should be 
assessed against their successors, heirs 
and assigns forever. 


Daniel Louderbacn, truitee and treas- 


urer of the company, who waa also ita 
secretary for many years, was the first to 
take the stand. He testified that the 
eight acrea of land owned by Mr. War- 
ner were contained in the original tract 
mentioned in the charter of the asaocia 
iton, and he further said that withou 
the bulkheads and embankments bnl 
by the company almost all the land con 
tiguous to it would be worthless. A] 
proximately the taxes charged agaim 
Mr. Warner were slightly over $100 
These he had refuted to pay, although h 
had offered to give a certain aum 
gratuity, providing it was understoo 
that he could not be held liable for an 
tax such as the company contemplate 
and that such claim should not be con 
sidered a lien against his land. 


John H. Wright, a trustee of the com 


pany, waa examined *ith the idea o 
showing that Mr. Warner taotily recog 
n.'zed his membership in the company c 
liability for the tax aa shown in remark 
made to officers of the company and als 
because his brother, W. Y. Wartrer, whi 
was the tenant on the place, had paid i 
tax which was assessed against the laud 


After the plaintiffs' witnosses had beei 


heard Mr. Eastburn made a motion fo 
a compulsory non-suit. 


Judge Stout reviewed the testimony 


preseuted-and expressed it as his opinion 
that it was very doubtful if there coulc 
be any recovery under the facts. 
It was 


his opinion that the Sheriff's sale wipec 
out all encumbrances againat the proper 
ty so that it came into Mr. Warner's pos 
session without any liability of taxation 
by the plaintiff company. The Court al- 
lowed the non-suit and Ex-Judge Yerkes 
immediately made a motion to have ii 
Btricken off. This motion will be arguec 
at the adjourned conrt.

COUNTY MANAGEMENT 


Doylestown Republican. 


In the discussion of public affairs in 


the county it appears that the local Dem- 
ocratic organ is just as incapable of mak- 
ing'fair and true statements to its read- 
ers as the party and the office holders it 
represents have shown themselves lacking 
in the managing the business affairs of 
the county.

Bicbarg Hough lired in Macclesfield, 


in the county of Chester, England. 
He 


arrived in 
Pennsylvania in the chip 


"Endeavor" from London July 29th, 
1683, and came to Bucks county where 
he took op two tracts of land, 
both 


fronting on the Delaware dver. One 
was about two miles below Yardley and 
the other next to the Manor of High- 
lands. Both tracts were in Makefleld 
township and both on the townbhip line, 
the boundary of the upper one forming 
the line 
between 
Makefield and tile 


Manor of Hlglanda and that of the lower 
between MakeHeld and Falls. The land 
being in £his position may have been the 
cause of its getting the name of Make- 
field which is generally accepted to be 
a corruption of Macclesfield, the place 
wh»r» Biobard Hough lived in England.
